General Moving; Headquarters Nearer 


Santiago. Siege Gun* Landed. 


Camp Juragna, Wednesday, June 29. 


—General Shafter decided today to es- 
tablish his headquarters in the field. 
He will occupy the tent tonight with 
General Wheeler, until he decides on a 
permanent location for his headquar- 
ters There isevery indication that Ju- 
ragua will cease to be headquarters in 
two or three days." Siege guns were 
landed at' Boiquiri last night and 
started immediately for the front. 


Spaolun Evacuate Caney. 


Lawton's Headquarters, five miles 


east of Santiago, Wednesday, June 29— 
The Spaniards have practically evacu- 
ated Caney, close to Santiago.

they were believed to have 3000 troops, 
only a few hundred remain. General

Washing-ton, June 30.— "Old glory may 


be flying over Santiago at the close of 
Friday," remarks. 3 an official this morn- 
ing in speaking of the confidence felt 


by General Shafter In Ms ability to 
take the Cuban, city in two days. The 
general did not ask for instructions; his 
message was marked by the same inde- 
pendence and decisiveness which have 
characterized all bis movements and 
utterances. It is not known tfcat the 
•war department has sent him any In- 
structions, but circumstances seem to 
be urging on to speedy action. 


It is believed, therefore, that Shafter 


•will make his attack at once so as to 
have it over with before Pando's arrival. 
He has artillery with him now, and there 
Is nothing to stand in the way. The re- 
sult can be easily foreshadowed. It is 
plain that the Spanish forces are badly 
organized, and that they are without 
intelligent leadership. This is evident 
in the failure to place a guard about the 
city's water supply w'heri an invading 
army was approaching the place. Shaf- 
ter makes no mention of the diversion 
of the city's water supply, but there la 
no question that General Lawton had 
It in his power to inflict this serious 
blow, and this fact in itself is sufficient 
commentary on the character of the 
city's defenses.

They report that Gen- 
eral Pando has with him seven battal- 
ions, wifti cattle and a pack train with 
provisions. He left Mauaanillo, Santi- 
ago, June 22, to relieve General Linares. 
The Spaniards were moving at the rate 
of 12 miles a day when the messengers 
left, and at their present speed It is ex- 
pected they will reach Santiago Sunday. 
The Cubans haVte a email force hanging 
on the Spanish flank arid rear and har- 
assing General Pando's troops at every 
step. Manzanillo is 127 miles west ol 
Santiago and the roads are in bad con- 
dition. The Cubans my that it General 
Tando reaches his groal It will be with 
less than haft the force he started with. 
The Cubans who are harassing him 
only number about 200 men, but in the 
passes and In the bush they are at a great 
advantage. It is probable that immedi- 
ate steps will be taken to throw a force 
of Americans and Cubans between Gen- 
eral Pando and General Linares. Pressed 
as the latter Is on the east, he could not 
spare a man for a sortie to ths west.

The cruiser Antonfo Lopez, while try-

THE POWERS? 


Row tit* Allied Flo«t» of Gn»*» Britain 


and tho Uolt«d State* Compara In Slro 
and XUBetoitcr With Thorn of th* Com* 
ttnental Nr«ion*. 


While we sro not ranch disturbed by the 


threats of acombined attack on tlio United 
(States and Groat Britain by the rest of 
Europe it is well enough to loot; at tho 
(acts. No ouo oan toil what may como out 
ol the future. We know that tho eym- 
pathy of nil tho Latin races ot Etuv/p*, 
those of tho French, the Italians and tho 
Austrions, arc with Spain. Wo fire certain 
thab tlio Germans ai-o unM&ndly to us, 
mnd we might confidently oipocfc that'in a 
combination against tbu AngJo-Saxons 
tlint tho Russians would join forces with 
their neighbors against their ancient ene- 
mies. 


As for t;:e Anglo-American alllKnoa 


which we aro talking: about on both sides 
o? the o"p«n. thoit> are many things be- 
sides sentiment which urge it. The ' 'ono 
blood, one pwrpose, one nation" idea is all 
right in its way, but it is not nearly so 
strong to convince as the realization that 
sc'f interests would drive us together. 
Should England lose the mastery of tha 
seas our coast* would bo defenseless bofbra 
tho combined fleets of the powers. Should 
our ports bo blockaded thousands of Eng- 
lish ships worJKl lie idle in her harbors and 
tier own pro rinces in America might ha 
menaced. 


So jou see an attack on either England 


or the United States by the powers would, 
change our entente cordials into the clos- 
est kind of a rapprochement, as the French 
have it. What would be toe result? Who 
would win? Well, let us look at the com- 
bined strength of the opposing allies. 


At the start we beat them in point ot 


population. Counting nil the Americans 
and all the English scattered in tho vari- 
ous colonies'throughout the world, the 
Anglo Sazoii has a numerical strength of 
more than 4.^0.000,000. The five notions 
on the other «»de would have but 968,000,- 
000 from -which to draw soldiers. If netv 
essary, wo trro could furnish an army of 
80,000,000 fiphtingr men. 


But such vast armies, greater than bava 


ever been usserabled, •would probably nev- 
er bo called into the field, for tha real 
struggle would be fought out on the ocean. 
Until tho sea power of the two Anglo- 
Saxon nations was broken there conld bo 
no great military operations against ei- 
ther. As long as they held the oceans they 
would hold the only road by which their 
possessions could be attacked. However 
mighty the continer*.^ powers may be in 
armies and armamv ** ~\e force In which 


Great Britain and U. S, 
The Power* 


AGGREGATE POPULATION COMPARED, 


the United States and Great Britain are 
the most nearly equal to them is that of 
the navy. Until the British and American 
navies have been destroyed, therefore, the 
powers could make little use of their huge 
armies. 


The effective navies of the contending 


powers would be •furnished by France, 
Russia, Italy and Germany in the order 
named. Tho fifth power, Austria-Hun- 
gary, has no ships that are worth consid- 
ering, as they could not be used to protect 
her bit of seacoast. Without going into 
tabulated details, here is a comparison of 
the two sea powers:

It is a formidable showing which the 


powers make, but the bare facts as indi- 
cated by the figures must be modified. 


Of the American and British ships every 


one is effective in the highest degree of its 
type and clasa. Thete is grave reason to 
doubt the efficiency of a great proportion 
of the French battleships. 


As far as the crulssrs are concerned, 


America and Great Britain not only own 
more than the combined powers, but it is 
doubtful whether the powers could make 
a single squadron of 15 vessels or 20 that 
could compare in force, speed and endur- 
ance with any squadron that the two allied 
English speaking nations could send out. 
In torpedo boats the balance is very much 
in favor of Che powers. But Spain boasted 
of an enormous fleet of these hornets, and 
when it came to the pinch she had only 
four or five that were available for serious 
work. Gunboats and miscellaneous ves- 
sels need hardly enter into the calculation 
at all, for most of them axe not formi- 
di&le. 


It would bo a stupendous content for the 


mastery of the ocean. If the Anglo-Saxon 
won, that would.pifObably mean an end of 
tha war, but if the powers won then 
would comj6 tfae land battles with invaders. 


Between them, the powers calculate that 


they could rai#» an army of 17,887,469 
men. Against this the United States could 
put into the field an army of 10,176,800 
men. There wonld be more trained sol- 
liers in the nrrjiies ol the powers, but 
there would be also an, Immense number 
of unwilling conscripts. Tho Americans 
would b.o fljfhtiiig. for their country and 
lor isstrfs that were clew and dear to 
ihem. Jugt how many men of this enor- 
mous array cauld- be sent out of the con- 
iinent and advantageously landed and 
jantiled in, a strange cotintrr onnnot bo 
estimated, Wit it could not "possibly be 
more than a comparatively'Bmall percent- 
age. 


It is not mere bombast 'to say that the 


combined fleets of Uncle Sam and John 
Bull could thrash the powers on the sea. 
If they did, tlwre would be no land battles 
at all, set w<i seed not speculate ai to th* 
vesulta of tba latter.

Hothouse IAIUDS. 


A writer tells how he grows hothouse 


lambs, as they are called, at a better 
profit than he can obtain upon spring 
lambs. From a flock of 60 to 80 choice 
grade ewes he selects about one-half 
their number, taking the strongest and 
best mothers, and has them in good 
shape and condition by June 25. He 
keeps two pure bred rams which he uses 
•with them, allowing one to stay with 
them ten days, then replacing with the 
other and alternating them. 


The lambs begin to come usually by 


the first week in December, and they 
are never allowed to get cold or hungry. 
They veigh 40 pounds at 8 weeks old, 
and often younger. For the past three 
seasons he has been using the Dorset 
rams and thinks they are better than 
any he has used before for raising this 
baby mutton. 


As a result, at time of writing he had 


sold all December lambs at 12 cents a 
pound live weight at the stable and all 
that -weigh 40 pounds or more before 
March 10 aro engaged at the same price; 
after that date up to April 1 all at 10 
cents a pound gross weight. Two of his 
pure bred Dorset lambs, twins, weighed 
50 and 48 pounds respectively at 9 
•weeks old. A neighbor had just sold 40 
December lambs, three-cjnarter bred 
Dorsets, that weighed from 42 to 60 
pounds each, at 10 cents a pound live 
weight at home. 


UT« Stock Point*, 


Mares with suckling foals should be 


exercised plentifully with slow and 
light work. After the foal is a month 
old it may lie left in a box stall or feed 
lot out of sight and hearing of its dam 
from morning till noon, when it should 
be allowed to suckle. If the mare's ud- 
der is very full of milk, it should be 
partly emptied when the animal comes 
home at nigUt and before the colt is al- 
lowed to get its evening drink. 


Induce colts, lambs, piga and all 


young animals to eat solid food so soon 
as possible. 


• One colt costs aa much to raise to the 
sale aga as 200 pigs. The pigs aro ready 
to sell at 8 months old, the colt not till 
he is 8 years old. This being the case, 
those •who breed horses will lone money 
straight along unless they breed only 
thn ]if«t 
pfvvlr nith*r r'-uff, soddlo or 


harness. A horso coats more than ten 
times as much as any other animal to 
make him ready for sale. Sheep may be 
marketed at from 2 months to 2 years 
old, and steers may bo made to Weigh 
1,000 pounds at a year old and sold for 
ft .rood .price.

Animal Thriven la Captivity. 


It is a wonder that some enterprising 


person does not domesticate the great 
Atricau antelope, whoso picture appears 
here. This antelope nsed to be common 
all over South Africa. It is now dying 
out, like the American bison, antl it is 
a great pity. Its flesh is pronowiced by 
those who have eaten it to be better 
than the finest venison.

down. In warm countries, even \vith a 
climate like that of our own states 
farthest south, beef and mutton are of- 
ten tough. If the eland could be domes- 
ticated in Florida, southern California 
and Texas, it would pay better than the 
Angora goat has done. It will adapt 
itself to any temperate climate as well. 
Why farmers have not begun to rear 
these animals in the domestic state is a 
mystery. 
All animals were wild till 


man domesticated them, arid the eland 
would make one of the most useful do- 
mestic creatures. An unusual feature 
connected with the tmstriped eland, 
the one whose flesh is fattest and ten- 
derest, is that it thrives best in a dry 
region where the herbage is short. For 
Utah, New Mexico and Arizona this 
animal would be invaluable. Cannot 
some of our rich southwestern citizens 
start herds of elands for the future 
good of their follow countrymen? Per- 
haps the experiment stations might take 
the matter up. Cecil Rhodes is breed- 
ing a herd, and some Boer formers do- 
mesticate them,

B«at Animals for Mule Breeding* 


I have seen it demonstrated beyond 


any dotibt that draft mares are superior 
to any other class of rnares for the pro- 
duction of mules if used to the proper 
class of jacks 
A clean, active, wide 


out, nicely finished jack, with smooth, 
high head, arched neck, clean, flat legs, 
not too much bone, weighing from 700 
to 900 pounds, is the class to use on 
heavy draft mares. 


The class of jacks in most demand to- 


day are the great, big, heavy boned, 
coarse, raw jacks. These are best suited 
for southern or western range mares, 
but to use them on onr draft breeds, 
which have all the size and bone re- 
quired, is disastrous. It produces a long, 
rough, coarse, loose jointed mule. The 
most essential part in the selection of a 
jack in his breeding. 


All young mules with reasonable care 


will come to maturity in good condi- 
tion. They are as hardy and tough as 
any animal and are not as subject to 
disease and accidents.—W. L. DeClow. 


Bad Mil tare. 


Never feed wheat bran and whole 


oats mixed. It is a popular feed, I know, 
but it is a bad one. If you feed wheat 
rrnn, fc"d it !-j- itrtlf or with ground, 
oats, and ono need not be afraid of a 
ground feed of oats, corn and wheat 
bran. But by combining wheat bran 
with whole oats the colt or horse will 
never grind tho oivta as he should or 
would if tho bran were not mixed with

Cent Stamp on Telegram*. 


New York, June 30.—On and after Fri- 


day the new revenue law requires tha 
a documentary 1 cent stamp shall be pu 
upon every telegraph message trans 
nutted in the United States. It will j 
therefore be necessary for the senders of I 
messages to attach stamps to their j 
messages and to cancel the stamps, in | 
accordance with the law bv writing their 
initials and the date across them. The 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
companies and the cable companies op- 
erating from New York have arranged 
for a partial supply of stamps at their 
offices for sale to the senders of mes- 
sages who may not be provided with 
them. They are not prepared to provide 
stamps in sufficient quantities to cover 
all tho messages sent from their offices 
because it would require the outlay of a 
very large sum of money.

The bite caused severe 
blood poisoning, tho person injured being 
ill several months in consequence, while a 
young man, one of tho keepers, on Whose 
ear tho creature's saliva hud fallen, had a 
minor form ot' blood poisoning affecting 
tha oar and n^ck.—London Spectator.

A QUEER SHORT LINE. 


The city of Anderson, Ind., claimi 


the honor of having the champion lili- 
putian railroad of the country within 
her corporate limits Mid also the youn- 
gest railroad magnate in the United- 
States. The name of .the road is the Dil- 
lion Trunk Hue. Itjiaiia stretch of right 
of way (ixteudinffthrongh several back 
yards and it runs from nowhere to no- 
where. The rolling s'tock as yet is some- 
what incomplete, but the shops have 
equipment under construction. The mo- 
tive power consists of a two drive wheel 
engine, No. 8. The roadbed is well bal- 
lasted and the heavy 3 by 8 inch hick- 
ory track is securely held on good cross- 
ties. Following the first methods of 
railroad building, strips of steel are 
laid on top of tho hickory rails, and the 
300 poimrl engine "scoots" over them 
with tho grace of a swan in a duck pond. 


Engine No. 8 is a model of perfection 


and is undoubtedly one of the smallest 
practical engines in the world. She goes 
at a good gait over her 20-inch gaugo 
track anrt can be easily started and stop- 
ped by hrr 8-year-old engineer. She is 
now undergoiug some changes which 
when completed will put her ahead of 
big locomotives. She will burn crude 
oil, which will bo a great convenience. 
From the ground to the top of her 
smokestack—her highest point—she 
measures but 38 inches, and from the 
point of her cowcatcher to the end of 
the running board back of the tender 
she is less than 6 feet in length. Her 
four drive wheels are but 18 inches 
high, and lior boiler is about 3 feet long. 


She has a headlight, which lights up 


50 feet of track, and her cabin, •with its 
levers and valves, is juet large enough, 
for James William Edward Dillion, her 
8-year-old engineer, who is also presi- 
dent, manager, 
conductor, 
fireman, 


brakoman and grand bouncer of the 
train, and foreman and section man of 
the entire stretch of track. He is a 
"practical man" in every department 
and displays most remarkable executive 
and mechanical ability. 


His engine is a little beauty. She is 


•well made and complete in every part. 
In a few weeks new passenger and 
freight coaches will be turned out of 
the shops by J. A. Dillion, who, be- 
sides filling the position of financial 
backer, bond floater, treasurer, secre- 
tary, master mechanic and foreman of 
the shops, is also the parental guardian 
of the president. 


Billion's Trunk line does a monster 


business after school hours. All of the 
children in, the western part of the city 
gather along the right of way. 
The 


conductor has rnn aporner on all of the 
pins in Hazel wood addition. He charged 
ten pins a ride for some time, until he 
had every pincushion in his part of the 
city bankrupt, and" then he condescend- 
ed to remove the tariff and let his cus- 
tomers ride for their good fellowship. 
He stands well with all of the young 
women for miles around and he is the 
genuine heart smasher of the "bloody 
Third ward" because he has a railroad 
behind him. 


J. A. Dillion, the power behind the 


throne, is a wire drawer at the Ameri- 
can Wire Nail mills and formerly lived 
in Covington, Ky. He is in no sense a 
mechanic or an engineer. About a year 
ago he began building a locomotive just 
for fun. 
The Dillion home is located 


near the tracks of the Indiana Midland 
and be took the passing engines as his 
models. He worked over two months,

spending all of his spare time at the 
bench and in the foundry. 
He had 


many of the parts specially cast and 
when he finished his work he had con- 
siderable money wrapped np in the 300 
pounds of locomotive.

How 
well he has succeeded in his work is 
evidenced by the great crowds of people 
attracted to his line.

She is decidedly more 
than a plaything and is capable of do- 
ing real business."

dent Dillion and No. 8 on a level stretch 
of main line. He hardly had time to 
have ills picture utktrn, for there was a 
box car of freight at the other end of 
the line that had to be moved to Toad 
Level right away. He had the bill of 
lading and rush orders. It was necessa- 
ry, therefore, to take him on the run,' 
though he did slacken speed —Cor.

Thai 
reason wns because the tidal currents near I 
the margin of the polnr ice Holds driye tho / 
floating ica before them, and at new and\ 
full moon the tidal attraction of the suni 
is added to that of the moon, so that they1' 
may bo said to pull together, and the effect 
011 the sea is increased. Dr. Konseu also 
observed that the ice does not form by di- 
rect freezing on the polar sea to a thick- 
ness exceeding IS feet. That was the 
maximum noticed by him, but io the ico 
fields the thickness becomes greatly in- 
creased by the piling up of broken masse* 
under ffle acflion of winds and waves. 
"The massive ice cap which many explor- 
ers have believed to cover the polar area," 
he said in his recent lecture in London, 
"hits been shattered. Instead of it we bav»' 
ever wondering ice fields."—Youth's Cou-' 
panion.

The American Lends Himself Readily to the 


Rontine of Military Life and Speedily 


Becomes a Fine Soldier, 


Text ol Such of the Articles of War as 


Bear Directly Upon tne Question 


of Discipline.

Discipline is the supreme factor In 


creating warriors out of soldiers. There 
are soldiers and soldiers. A soldier is a 
man in the army. A warrior is a fight- 
ins man. I purpose to tell about our 
soldiers who are warriors. 


Only a few weeks ago the greater 


part of the men now hammering away 
at the dons were quiet, ease loving, 
humanely disposed 
civilians. 
Today 


they are in arms, fighting against direct 
foes in the shape of Spaniards and the 
incidental ones of fever, hardships, ex- 
acting habits or appetites and rebellious 


the officers appointed over me, accord- 
ing to the rules and articles of war." 


This formality is irreverently known 


as "signing away personal liberty," and 
the novice finds out "step by step, little 
by little," that such is the plain fact in 
the case. He is no longer a free man, 
no longer his own master. If the sol- 
dier has the right stuff in him, he will 
come out of the rude awakening a war- 
rior; if not, there will be written against 
his name on the roll of the army, "Dis- 
honorably discharged," or words to that 
effect. 


It is only "step by step, little by Ht- 


cidal. He has discovered that the army 
cannot succeed without discipline, and 
the sooner success comes the sooner 
will the harshness of discipline vanish. 
The v, ar will end and personal liberty 
come again. 


It is fortunate for the army that this 


war came on while there are so many 
old soldiers to lead and set the exam- 
ple—old soldiers who have been through 
a long war and have seen a host of war- 
! lors made out of a civilian mob. They 
Know how to get the work out of the 
men, 
and they know, too, that with vol- 


unteers the main thing is net results. 
These old generals remember that when 
Sherman's dusty, ragged and straggling 
army tramped into Washington at the 
end of its campaign to Atlanta and its 
march to the sea it was no army at all 
in the conventional military sense. 
It 


looked like a mob. Discipline had done 
its work in its ranks—not the discipline 
of the martinet, but the discipline of 
war. The American soldierwill do every- 
thing, risk everything and sink every- 
thing to win. Outside of that he wants 
and he will bear a little latitude and 
can be trusted to do the right thing at 
the right time. Camp discipline is the 
hardest of all to bear. 
Eagerness to 


cross the channel and get at Spain has 


aance rather than » blessing. One of 
our best practical generals 
declared 


that an intelligent American learna all 
the military routine and manual in the 
course of two or three weeks. That be- 
ing the case, it Is easy to see how the 
soldier finds camp life monotonous and 
unfruitful. He desires to be up and do- 
ing, and the wildest camp mutiny can 
be quelled by simply shouting out the 
order: "Fall in! Double quick!" 


On the march discipline is an easy 


matter when the face is toward the en- 
emy. The men have a single idea dom- 
inating and fall naturally into the de- 
meanor and conduct which lead to the 
end in view. They face a fact. 
They 


want to fight. They sink every desire, 
forget every other right for that one 
privilege of doing what they set out to 
accomplish when they signed away per- 
sonal liberty. 


The advantage of having experienced 


leaders of fighting men in command 
shows itself best in the matter of es- 
tablishing discipline. They know where 
the fine line may be struck between too 
little leniency at headquarters and too 
much latitude in the ranks. Commo- 
dore Dewey excused a man for abusing 
his shore leave and getting drunk, but 
punished him with ten days in irons 
for lying. The first was a violation of 
the ship's rules, the second a breach of 
common morals. Said he, "A man can- 
not be a good seaman and tell lies." 
That is the whole thing in a nutshell. 
A model warrior is a model man in ar- 
mor. 


One of the western captains was re- 


monstrated with by a West Point"colo- 
n-1 for allowing his soldiers too much 
liberty. "They'll not abuse it," said the 
colonel. "I know my men." Ultimately* 
it rests with the captain to apply the 
screws of discipline. The lapses of a 
single man or of half a dozen men may 
reach the ears of the general in chief. 
He refers the case downward through 
subordinate headquarters until it reach- 
es the colonel of the regiment to -which 


vale right is taken note of. They bear 
equally upon officers and men and are 
to the men a safeguard against shoul- 
der strap oppression. 


The articles of war relating directly 


to discipline are as follows: 


Article 9. Public stores taken from the 
enemy are for the United States exclusive- 
ly, and the commanding officer Is answer- 
able for their proper use. Any officer who 
suffers to be lost or spoiled or damaged 
any military stores belonging to the gov- 
ernment shall make good the loss and also 
bo dismissed from the service. 
Article 16. Any enlisted man who sells or 
wastes ammunition delivered to him shall 
bu punished by court martial. Any sol- 
dier who sells or loso.s any of his equip- 
ment or accouterments must make good 
the loss out of hl« own pay and bo pun- 
ished as the court directs. 
Article 19. Any officer who uses con- 
temptuous words against the president, 
congress or the chief magistrate or a leg- 
islator of any of the status in which ho is 
quartered shall be dismissed from the serv- 
ice or otherwise punished by the court. 
Any soldier who so offends shall be pun- 
ished by the court. 
Article 20. Any officer or soldier who Is 
disrespectful toward a. superior shall be 
punished by the court. 
Article 21. Any officer or soldier who 
strikes his superior or even draws a weap- 
on asainst him while in the execution of 
his office or disobeys any lawful command 
shall suffer death or other punishment by 
the court. 
r* 
Article 22. Any officer or soldier who ex- 
cites or joins in any mutiny shall suffer 
death or other punishment by the court. 
Article 23. Any officer or soldier who, be- 
ing present at any mutiny, does not en- 
deavor to suppress the same or, having 
knowledge of any intended mutiny, does 
not give information to his superior shall 
suffer death or other punishment by the 
court. 
Article 24. All officers have power to 
quell all quarrels, frays and disorders and 
to order officers into arrest and soldiers in- 
to confinement who took part in the same. 
Article 25. No oflicer or soldier shall use 
any reproachful or provoking speeches or 
gestures to another. 
Article 2G. No officer or soldier shall send 
a challenge to a duel or accept any chal- 
lenge so sent. Any officer who so offends 
shall be dismissed from service. Any sol- 
dier whs so offends shall be punished by 
the court. 
Articles 29 and 30 provide that any officer 
or soldier thinking himself wronged by the 
commanding officer of his regiment may, 
if he is refused redress, complain to the 
general commanding, and the case will 
come before a general court martial. 
Article 31. Any officer or soldier who lies 
out of his quarters or camp without leave 
from his superior will be punished by the 
court. 
Article 33. Any officer or soldier who fails 
to repair at the fixed time to any place or 
rendezvous appointed by his superior or 
goes from the same without leave shall be 
punished by the" court. 
Article 34. Any soldier found one mile 


offense forfeit one-sixth of a dollar. For 
each further offense lie shall forfeit a Ilka 
sum and shall be confined 24 hours. 
Article 03. Any officer who uses any pro- 
fane oalh or execration shall for each of- 
fense forfeit and pay $1. Any soldier who 
so offends shall for his first offence forfeit 
one-sixth oi u dollar. For eaeh further o£- 
lense he shall foifeit a like sum and be 
confined 24 hours. 


Article 57. Whosoever belonging <o tho 
armies of the United States in foieiyn

Article 01. Any officer who is convicted 
of any conduct unbecoming an officer and 
a gentleman bhall be dismiased from the 
service. 


All crimes not capital and all 
disorders and neglects which officers and 
soldiers may be guilty of to the prejudice 
of good order and military discipline, 
though not mentioned in foregoing articles 
of. war, iiit. to l.t .t.ikih . c,biu/tliice of by 
court rnarliu.1 and puniblicd ai the discie- 
tion of such court. 
Article 03. All retaineis to the camp and 
all persons Ferving with the armies of the 
Umtfd States in the field, though not en- 
listed soldiers, aro subject to orders, ac- 
cording to tho lules and discipline of war. 
Articles SO and 110 pros ide Unit for of- 
fenses not capital the common soldier may 
be tried by a field officer, but the sentence 
shall not be carried into effect until the 
proceedings shall have been approved by 
the brigade or post commander. 
Article 100. When an oflicer it dismissed 
from the service for cowardice or fraud, 
the sentence shall further direct that the 
crime, punishment, name and place of 
abode of tho delinquent shall be published 
in the newspapers m and about the camp 
and the state from which the offender 
came or where he usually resides, and aft- 
er such publication it shall be scandalous 
for any officer to associate with him. 
Article 128 provides that the foregoing 
articles shall be read and published once 
in every six months to every garrison, 
regiment, troop or company in the service 
of the United States; also that all persons 
who in time of war are found lurking or 
acting as spies in or about the fortifica- 
tions, posts, quarters or encampment of 
the armies of the United States or else- 
where are triable by a. general court mar- 
tial or by the military commission and on 
conviction thereof suffer death. 


Extreme penalties are seldom inflict- 


ed by the court when the offender has a 
previous good war record. The presi- 
dent may commute or set aside any 
sentence. 


By the terms of article 63 the mem- 


bers of the Red Cross society are 
brought under military discipline and 
made subject to the orders of the im- 
mediate commander where they may 
be operating.

By discipline! 
In establishing discipline where chaos 


reigns the government presses the but- 
ton; its soldiers do thp rest. It in a fim- 
ple and apparently harmless formality 
which the volunteer goes through when 
he swears into the service by affirming: 
"I will hear true faith and allegiance to 
the United States of America. I will 
serve them faithfully 
and honestly 


against all their enemies whomsoever. 
I will obey the orders of the president 
•f the United States and the orders of 


tie," that the wise heads who enforce 
discipline apply the screws. The aver- 
age American who has the epirit to 
play the heroic role of warrior will pull 
through if properly handled at the out- 
set. In the first camp, and even after 
loinlntr thp mnin armv the solrlier need 
not realize that he is no longer a free 
man. He has cut loose from home re- 
straint and naturally wants to sow a 
crop of wild oats. With nothing much 
to do but drill and answer roll rail 
viselike discipline strikes him as use- 
less oppression. Time cures that, and 
good sense tells him that it is not only 
useless to kick, but foolish, even sui-

Likewise In camp the soldiers are too 


much under the eye of the general com- 
manding. Just as the men have noth- 
ing to do to keep from rusting, so the 
general has too much time to cultivate 
dignity. If 'not natural to him, he la 
soon hypnotized-by ideals and theories, 
and his discipline Is apt to prove a nul- 


the offenders belong. Then the captain, 
under the colonel's advice, decides what 
course to take. It is all a question of 
how little punishment will bring about 
reform and how much Js needed by way 
of example. Only the flagrant cases of 


the like reach the military ccurt. Al- 
though lower grades of offenses are de- 
fined seriously in the articles of war, 
colonels and captains strive to preserve 
the good name of their commands by 
keeping them out of court. The articles 
of war, numbering 128, are marvels of 
conciseness and simplicity. Every Im-

Article 35. Any soldier who falls to retire 
to his quarters or tent at the beating of 
retreat shall be punished. 
Article 3G. No soldier shall hire another 
to do duty for him. Every soldier found 
guilty of hiring his duty and the person so 
hired shall bo punished by the court.

Article 51. Any officer or soldier who ad- 
vises or persuades nii> other officer or 
soldier to desert in time of war shall suffer 
Sc.iUi or other punishment by the court. 
Article 62. Jt ia earnestly recommended 
to all officers and soldiers to attend divine 
services.' Any officer who behaves irrev- 
erently at any place of divine worship 
shall b« brought before a court 


troops in position for battla "the Eed 
Cross, ambulances, wagons and tents 
will be assigned a place in the line un- 
der control of the officer commanding. 


Technically the Red Cross is under 


the direction of the army surgical and 
medical bureau, but there is a medical 
director with every army corps and a 
chief surgeon attached to every division 
and brigade, all under control of the 
military commanders; hence the entire 
medical entourage is brought into prac- 
tical co-operation with the active forces 
without clash of authority. 


Taking the army as a whole, the actu- 


al discipline is self imposed and self en- 
forced. It grows out of the situation. 
Each individual pieces out his previous 
stock by whatever Is necessary to make 
him a good comrade and a good warrior. 
To quote a common expression, a man 
"had better be in hades than in the 
army unless he is true blood." He may 
break the written laws of war and es- 
cape court martial, with dismissal and 
Infamy, but a violation of the unwrit- 
ten laws of his own comrades leads 
straight to the ducking pond, which is 


It will be seen that the articles of war 


provide for discipline in camp, on the 
maich, in bivouac and in battle, but dis- 
cipline In battle in the main comes 
from another source. It springs from 
the instinct of self preservation and the 
desire to win. The preservation of dis-

on the instant with separated wings 
and 
detachments. Everything 
must 


move like clockwork, and it is rarely 
that combinations tail for lack of dis- 
cipline. Often they do fail v.-ith disas- 
trous consequences, but failure is dua 
to wholly natural causes not to be pro- 
vided against, such as violences of na- 
ture, destroying bridges or flooding 
roads, the interposition of the enemy 
with a strong force across the line o£ 
march of some isolated corps or divi- 
sion, the treachery of a guide or the 
inaccuracy or maps, which are often tha 
sole reliance of the commander. 


Soldiers in actual contact with the 


enemy are a marvel to a stranger to 
war, 
and he will be surprised that there 


should be so little show of discipline on 
the one hand and so much execution on 
the other hand. The reason for this is 
that the soldier is sometimes a "Warrior 
and sometimes only a man while under 
the hostile {runs. The last word of a 
good leader before going into battle to 
his followers is, after directing them 
how to get at the enemy, "Take care of 
yourselves," and while he is taking care 
of himself the man never forgets that 
he is taking care of Uncle Sam's soldier. 
He will ignore danger and keep cool un- 
der fire with men falling all around 
him, 
but he may show impatience over 


such a trifling thing as mud or cold or 
heat or flies. This shows the power 
which discipline has over the mind. 
The warrior has had it out in a tussle 
with danger, but has failed to steel 
himself against the little annoyances of 
life. 


The matter of health is left in the 


main to tha soldier himself except in 
the case of epidemics. There are sur- 
geons and a dispensary with every regi- 
ment and battery to be called in in case 
of need, but the soldier has started out 
insisting before the examining board 
that he is perfectly healthy, and he does 
his best to prove it. He hates above all 
things to be seAi in the hospital squad 
marching up to the surgeon's tent. 


In the matter of policing camp, as it 
!5 called, or keeping the quarters in 
.ivouacs clean, there is a reg-ular sys- • 
5m in which a detail of officers looks 
iTter it to see that no breeding place 
",ir disease be left lurking in or around 
_ camping place or near the headsprings 
of water used by the men. 


In thinking of possible great war 


problems we may well take into ac- 
count the fact that the American vol- 
unteer soldier of 1S9S is the most thor- 
oughly up to date man on the face 
of the globe. Modern improvements and 
ideas are a universal possession in this 
republic. The remotest hamlet has been 
invaded by the intricate mower and 
reaper, the steam mill and steam 
thrasher, the sewing machine and re- 
peating rifle, the electric light and mo- 
tor, the telegraph and daily paper, tha 
bicycle and telephone. 


Civilization travels all around the 


Hodges of England and the Sleepy 
Hanses of Germany, leaving them aa 
rustic as their forefathers. But Ameri- 
ca has no verdants now. The tradi- 
tional "wayback" has passed out. The 
"hayseed" beats the bunko man at hia 
own game. Add to this the American's 
adaptability to conditions, and there re- 
mains no room for wonder that the 
farmhand masters at a glance the ma- 
chine gun, the dynamite thrower, tho 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle and the machete 
or that the 'Newport "blood" roughs it 
as well as the Texas cowboy. Neither 
should there be any wonder when they 
readily sink self at the word of com- 
mand without reasoning, without delib- 
erating, without replying, simply doing 
and dying for the glory of American 
arms. Astounding, is it, that men can 
be reckless of death and wounds and 
yet so orderly and businesslike? They 
are not gods given up to glorified im- 
molation, but creatures of human as- 
pirations and desires, schooled in the 
trade of warfare to put battle armor 
and battle fierceness on or off at will. 


Beside a row of barking guns or on 


the picket outposts stand the harnessed 
warriors sending home death shots, ev- 
ery cord at a tension, every eyeball 
strained. 
They are shooting to kill, 


shooting at Spaniards. Around them 
within call and even within reach ars 
their off duty comrades, some sleeping, 
some cooking, some eating, some writ- 
ing letters so close to the ramparts that 
dust thrown up by the enemy's shots 
dries the ink on their paper. Others are 
reading letters and newspapers from 
home or playing the fiddle and flute, 
while the battery glee club sings out 
the latest Coon songs and variations of 
"The Girl I Left Behind Me." These 
writers and frolickers, these feasters and 
readers, were at the guns on the last 
relief, and several of their number came 
out dead or wounded. In an hour, in 
a moment, it may be, summoned by the 
tap of a drum, they will be up and at it 
again, while those powder blackened, 
bare armed demons now on duty turn 
from their grim labors to play at being 
man Just for.an interval.
